“THEY are the few items she 
has got that were her fa¬ 
ther’s.” 

The words of Karen Cotterill, whose 
94-year-old mother has been left 
heartbroken after two First World 
War medals, which were awarded to 
her father, were stolen during a raid 
on her home in Stourbridge. 

The great-grandmother was left devastated 
after burglars took the medals, which hung in 
a frame in her dining room. They even took the 
soldier’s photograph. 

Her father Arthur Hogbin died when she 
was just two-years-old, so the medals were very 
special to her. Her daughter Karen Cotterill 
said: “She was shaken, upset and angry. She 
has got no memories 
of him. The photo and 
the medals were pride 
of place. 

“We’re all really 
upset. How can people 
take medals? They are 
probably worth about 
30 quid. You can get 
replacements but it 
wouldn’t be the same.” 

A pocket watch, 
carried by Mr Hogbin 
during the war, was also stolen along with an 
18ct gold ruby and diamond engagement ring 
and a watch, which was a birthday present 
from her late husband. 

Sad 

Mrs Cotterill, 62, has now called on whoever 
stole them to return them. 

She said: “I want them for mum’s peace of 
mind, if they could leave them somewhere, an¬ 
ywhere they could be found. They are the few 
items she has got that were her father’s. For 
them to be stolen is very sad.” 

Mr Hogbin was awarded the British War 
Medal and Allied Victory Medal in recognition 
of his service during the First World War. He 
was a volunteer who served in Greece with The 
Royal East Kent Regiment and later lived in 
Smethwick and worked at Rolfe Street Baths. 

His daughter arrived home on November 3 
to find she had been burgled and the precious 
medals taken - just a week before Remem¬ 
brance Day. 

Police have launched an investigation and 
call on anyone with information to contact 
them on 101. Pc Drew Turner said: “We are de¬ 
termined to get these items back to the owner. 
The medals are of great sentimental value. She 
is desperate to have them returned.”

Inquest opens into stabbing death

AN INQUEST has opened into a man 
who was stabbed to death in Brierley 
Hill. 

Mansoor Mahmood, of Bague Walk, 
Brierley Hill, died in hospital after he 
staggered bleeding into a shop on Brier¬ 
ley Hill High Street just before 5pm on 
October 15. 

An inquest in Oldbury heard the 
24-year-old married man was a carer for 
his wife, Aisha Akhtar. 

Police last week revealed their prime 
suspect as 19-year-old Niron Parker-Lee. 
The charity Crimestoppers is now offer¬ 
ing a reward of up to £2,000 for infor¬ 


mation that leads to Parker-Lee’s arrest. 

Senior Coroner’s Officer Joanne 
Stokes told the inquest a provisional 
cause of death had been given as a stab 
wound to Mr Mahmood’s chest. A mur¬ 
der investigation is ongoing. 

She added that there were a number 
of witnesses still to be seen and a second 
post-mortem had been carried out. 

Coroner Zafar Siddique adjourned the 
inquest until December 19. 

Any sightings of suspect Parker-Lee 
should be reported to police immediately 
on 999. The public are warned not to ap¬ 
proach Parker-Lee.

Plan to replace three 
leisure centres with two 


DUDLEY’S three main leisure 
centres will close and be re¬ 
placed with two new facilities, 
under proposals to save the bor¬ 
ough council £1.7 million. 

The plans involve leisure centres in 
Dudley, Stourbridge and Halesowen 
shutting down as council bosses say it 
would cost too much to repair them. 

Instead, two state-of-the-art new centres 
with swimming pools, gyms and badminton 
courts, would be built in the borough. 

The radical proposals form part of Dud¬ 
ley Council’s aim to save £25m over the 
next three years. 

Council chiefs will enter into discussions 
with staff but it is not yet known whether 
jobs will be cut. 

Council leader Pete Lowe suggested a 
shake-up of leisure centres was on the 
cards during the announcement of the 
authority’s budget proposals for 2017/18, 
when he said leisure provision needed to 
be suitable for the 21st century. 

Now council bosses have decided to fol¬ 
low other parts of the Black Country, such 
as Wolverhampton and Sandwell, in build¬ 
ing new leisure centres. 

Slide 

Dudley Leisure Centre, on Wellington 
Road; Halesowen Leisure Centre, on Great 
Cornbow; and the Crystal Leisure Centre, 
on Bell Street, Stourbridge, with its dis¬ 
tinctive yellow slide, would all go under 
the proposals. 

Bosses are believed to be looking at sev¬ 
eral sites across the borough for the new 
centres. The buildings would not close 
until the two new ones have been built but 
it means at least one town will no longer 
have its own leisure centre. 

Chiefs said the three centres were in 
desperate need of repair and were strug¬ 
gling to compete with modern facilities 
elsewhere. No timescale has been given for 
when the new centres will be built. 

Leisure boss Councillor Khurshid Ahmed 
said: “These are exciting proposals and will 
totally transform how we deliver leisure fa¬ 
cilities across the borough. Staff work had 
to keep our current stock of leisure centres 
going but they face an uphill struggle to 
compete against privately-run facilities and 
spiralling maintenance costs.”

Big Sam will 
not face an 
investigation 
by the police 

DUDLEY-BORN former England boss 
Sam Allardyce will not be the focus of a 
criminal investigation into allegations of 
corruption in football. 

Allardyce resigned as England man¬ 
ager following a sting operation by the 
Daily Telegraph in September, in which 
he was secretly filmed allegedly offering 
advice on how to circumvent rules on 
signing players. 

The City of London Police have 
launched a criminal investigation into 
material gathered by the newspaper but 
say no arrests have yet been made. 

A spokesman for the force’s Economic 
Crime Directorate confirmed Allardyce 
was not part of the investigation. 

The 62-year-old, who was born on the 
Old Park Farm estate and grew up a 
Wolves fan, said: “I welcome the confir¬ 
mation that has come from City of Lon¬ 
don Police that I will not be the subject 
of a police investigation. I was always 
confident that this would be the case as 
there was no evidence against me. 

“I would like to thank my friends and 
family who have stood by me during this 
difficult period. The position of England 
head coach is the pinnacle of any English 
manager’s career and it was my dream 
job. While I am sad that my tenure came 
to an end early, I am nonetheless proud 
to have been chosen to manage the Eng¬ 
land football team and hope that today’s 
confirmation from the police will give me 
the opportunity to move on.” 

Allardyce had always strongly denied 
any wrongdoing but the controversy cost 
him his job after just 67 days in charge. 

Tonnes of steel 
crush man’s legs 

A MAN suffered serious injuries after 
becoming trapped under several tons of 
steel on the back of a lorry in Dudley. 

The victim’s legs were crushed at an 
industrial premises on Deepdale Lane, 
Lower Gornal, at 1.45pm on Thursday. 

Fire crews used specialist lifting 
equipment to free the man, who is in his 
30s, and he was then taken to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 

The air ambulance landed nearby but 
medics decided to take the man to hos¬ 
pital by road. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokeswoman Claire Brown said: “The 
man had sustained serious crush inju¬ 
ries to his legs and required advanced 
trauma care by ambulance staff and the 
doctor on scene to help treat and stabi¬ 
lise his condition.” 

Woman dies in 
Kingswinford fire 

AN ELDERLY woman died in a house 
fire in Kingswinford on Monday. She 
was named locally as Edith Williams. 
Emergency services were called to 
Catesby Drive just before 11.30pm.

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Death came 
after pork 
scratching 
got lodged 

A MAN from Tipton died after chok¬ 
ing on a pork scratching, just three 
weeks after getting the all-clear from 
lung cancer, an inquest heard. 

James Bell, known as Jim to fam¬ 
ily and friends, collapsed after going 
shopping in Dudley, on October 26. 

Black Country Coroner’s Court in 
Oldbury heard how a piece of food had 
become lodged in Mr Bell’s windpipe. 
This was believed to be one of the 
pork scratchings he had just bought 
from a butchers shop. 

It caused the 75-year-old former 
chef to collapse near the Cousins 
furniture store and hit his head. Par¬ 
amedics attended and found him in 
cardiac arrest. He was taken to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital but subsequently 
died. 

Senior coroner’s officer Stephen 
Binsley said: “CCTV from the scene 
was looked at by police. He is seen 
grabbing his chest, falling and unfor¬ 
tunately banging his head.” 

“There was an occlusion in the air¬ 
way and they had to use some forceps 
to remove it. He also suffered from a 
head injury from the fall.” 

A post-mortem identified that Mr 
Bell died of a respirative obstruction 
by food. Coroner Mr Zafar Siddique 
concluded it was an accidental death. 
Mr Siddique said: “On the balance of 
probabilities he has eaten some pork 
scratchings and choked on the food.” 

His wife, Alwyn, said: “He was 
given the all clear, he had beaten the 
cancer. We were looking forward to 
Christmas.” 

Taxi driver hurt 
in road accident 

A TAXI driver was injured in a crash 
in the Black Country. 

Three people were inside the taxi 
when it was involved in a collision 
with a Vauxhall Corsa on Dudley 
Road in Halesowen, close to Mucklow 
Hill. 

The taxi driver went to hospital 
with back injuries. The passengers 
were believed to have minor head 
injuries and were checked over, ac¬ 
cording to watch commander Justin 
Bayliss at Haden Cross Fire Station 

Two fire engines, two ambulances 
and police attended the scene at 
around 6.45pm on Saturday. 

Watch commander Bayliss said the 
driver of the Corsa did not sustain 
major injuries. One side of the road 
was blocked off. 

Last Clothes Show 
at NEC next month

in Lye High Street is closing 


Last bank

A BLACK Country town’s High 
Street will be left without a bank af¬ 
ter Lloyds announced it would be ax¬ 
ing a branch early next year. 

Shoppers in Lye have seen banks 
disappear in recent years and will be 
facing a trip to Stourbridge if they 
want to go into a branch. 

Concerns have been raised about 
the lack of access to banks in Lye and 
the inconvenience customers will face 
if they need to speak to someone face- 
to-face about their finances. 

People will still be able to access 
money from two cashpoints on the 


High Street but, from March when 
the branch closes, there will be no 
banks on Lye High Street. 

It was revealed last week that the 
banking giant would be cutting 520 
jobs as part of a three-year restructur¬ 
ing plan and it is to close 49 branches 
in 2017. 

Bosses said the branch closures 
reflected ‘changing customer needs’ 
with a reduction in the number of 
people going into branches due to the 
rise of online banking. 

But Abdul Qadus, a community 
leader in Lye, did not think it right 


that the High Street should be with¬ 
out a single branch. 

Branches have gradually disap¬ 
peared from the town’s High Street. 
A former Midland Bank is now a phar¬ 
macy and an old Barclays branch was 
turned into a Co-op. 

When Lloyds closes, shoppers from 
Lye will have to go to either Stour¬ 
bridge, Halesowen or Merry Hill to 
visit a branch 

Mr Qadus said: “Everything is 
being more centralised and people 
who live in smaller areas are being 
forgotten.” 


Parents back lollipop 
lady at school crossing 


CAMPAIGNERS have stepped up their 
opposition to Dudley Council’s plans to 
scrap school crossing patrols. 

A petition with nearly 10,000 signatures 
was handed in to the council and a protest of 
lollipop wardens and concerned schools and 
parents was due to take place outside Dudley 
Council on Tuesday this week. The consul¬ 
tation period came to an end last Thursday. 

Parents from Wollescote Primary School decided 
to join lollipop lady Kim Nicholls on the busy Brook 
Holloway at its junction of Wynall Lane to show 
their support. 

Parent and former councillor Abdul Qadus, who 
is standing for re-election to the school’s govern¬ 
ing committee, said: “Traffic comes down this way 
very quickly. Brook Holloway, Ordnall Road and 
Careless Green are all very busy roads. The lady 
from highways said that they are putting children’s 
safety as a priority but where in these plans is it a 
priority?” 

Dudley Council currently funds the school cross¬ 
ing service but say reductions in funding from 
Government has prompted a review in bid to save 
£395,000. The council’s proposals are for schools 
to instead fund the crossing sites which serve their 
pupils, while operation of the service would still be 
overseen by the local authority. 

Funds 

But Mr Qadus said that Wollescote Primary 
didn’t have the funds to put this in place. 

When the council’s consultation with schools 
came to an end, only 26 out of 123 invited to take 
part had responded. 

Schools were asked to rate options including end¬ 
ing the school crossing patrol completely; retain¬ 
ing a crossing patrol operated and managed by the 
council but costing schools an estimated £6,500 per 
crossing; or retaining a crossing patrol with staff 
who are directly employed and funded by schools 
with estimated fee of £1,500 payable to the council. 

Of schools that responded, 76.9 per cent put end¬ 
ing the provision completely as their last choice. 
The results of the consultation will go to full coun¬ 
cil in March. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for 
environmental services, last month said: I would 
remind people that it is a parent’s or guardian’s 
responsibility to ensure children arrive at school 
safely. The council does not have a statutory duty 
to provide the service. We will always take the 
safety of children very seriously. We have invested 
heavily in safer routes to schools which include 
fixed pedestrian crossing points.”

Special measures at 
nursery after report 


CHILDREN not always kept safe, medicine 
given without the necessary consent of par¬ 
ents and a lack of support for those with spe¬ 
cial needs. 

These some of the issues which saw a nursery- 
ranked ‘inadequate’ after an inspection. 

Little Colliers Neighbourhood Nursery in Halesowen, 
which caters for 139 youngsters, has been plunged into spe¬ 


cial measures after a report 
by Ofsted. 

The inspectors report 
stated: “Staff do not have a 
good understanding of how 
to identify and minimise all 
possible risks to children 
within the environment. 
They do not consistently 
keep children safe.” 

The findings have led to 
Ofsted giving the nursery, 
on Colley Lane, an ‘inade¬ 
quate’ rating, having previ¬ 
ously been judged as ‘good’ 
in 2012. 

The nursery provides 
funded early years educa¬ 
tion for children aged from 
two, three and four, and em¬ 
ploys around 25 members of 
childcare staff. 

Concern 

Following the inspection 
in October, the schools regu¬ 
lator expressed concern over 
the provision of medicine to 
children, and whether the 
necessary permission was 
given by parents. 

Ofsted inspector Jose¬ 
phine Heath stated: “Al¬ 
though, verbal permission 
for the administration of 
medication is always sought,

prior written permission 
is not. This is in particular 
regard to some pain relief 
medication that is provided 
by the nursery.” 

Citing one instance of 
safety failings, the report 
said staff did not promptly 
clean a floor that became 
wet due to children playing 
with water. It added: “They 
fail to talk to children about 
the danger and only act to 
rectify the situation once a 
child has slipped over.” 

Another major concern 
highlighted was over sup¬ 
port given to children with 
special needs and disabili¬ 
ties. The inspector added: 
“This means, sometimes, 
children struggle to join in 
with activities or to become 
fully absorbed in what they 
are doing.” 

The report also praised 
the nursery’s staff for being 
‘kind, caring and friendly’. 
The inspector noted: “They 
routinely observe and as¬ 
sess children’s development. 
Generally, staff interact pos¬ 
itively with children.”

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Boy admits 
knife attack 
on teenager 

A 14-year-old boy has admitted stab¬ 
bing an older teenager in the stomach 
during a confrontation in the centre 
of a Black Country town. 

The defendant pleaded guilty to 
wounding the 18-year-old with intent 
in Sedgley High Street on October 9. 

They boy, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, appeared before Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court last week. 

He further admitted having a knife. 

Mr Stanley Reiz, defending, told the 
court that the 14-year-old had written 
a letter for the consideration of the 
court in which ‘he apologises and ac¬ 
knowledges what he did’. 

The boy was remanded in custody 
to allow a report to be prepared on 
him by the Youth Offending Service. 

He is due to be sentenced on De¬ 
cember 2 when full details of the case 
will be outlined to the court. 

Judge John Wait told him: “You 
have pleaded guilty to very serious 
charges but you will have the maxi¬ 
mum amount of credit for having en¬ 
tered the pleas at this early stage.” 

The victim, who suffered a single 
stab wound, was airlifted to hospital 
in a critical condition after the at¬ 
tack at around 6pm but it was later 
reported that he was recovering well. 

The judge asked the prosecution to 
ensure there was a report on both the 
injury and its likely long term effects 
in time for the next hearing.

DESIGNING jackets for A-list ce¬ 
lebrities, 24,000 social media fol¬ 
lowers and a Liberty London exclu¬ 
sive collection - not bad for an art 
graduate who started out painting 
leather jackets in her bedroom. 

Elizabeth Isley, from Sedgley, now 
counts Kanye West and Kim Kardashi¬ 
an among her customers but the journey 
all began after she bought a £10 leather 
jacket from The Salvation Army in Dud¬ 
ley three years ago. 

The 21-year-old, who studied at Halesowen 
College, said: “I bought a leather jacket from 
The Salvation Army in Dudley and took it 
home but it was too big for me so I painted on 
it and used it as a wall decoration. I painted 
the words ‘I shave my legs for you’ and woke 
up the next day to thousands of Instagram fol¬ 
lowers including Rihanna.” 

Messages 

Elizabeth’s Instagram profile is where she 
regularly receives messages from her followers 
requesting their own specially-painted jackets. 

She graduated from Birmingham City Uni¬ 
versity with a degree in fine art. 

“Towards the end of my university course 
Liberty London got in touch and wanted to 
stock my leather jackets in the shop,” said 
Elizabeth. “I made 24 jackets, which sold out 
within six days, and now I’m scheduled to 
make 25 each month for them until February.

She has also done some jackets for the band 
Slaves. She prides herself in being a feminist 
and litters her art and bespoke £500 leather 
jackets with feminist slogans. The creative 
journey began though after a relationship 
break-up and general everyday girl problems, 
using 42 square inch boards and leather jack¬ 


ets to scribble down her regrets and stories. 
Her website states that her art work features 
‘witty one-liners and honest nods to her own 
experiences in life with romance and everyday 
girl problems like eating a whole box of mini 
rolls and basking in loneliness’. 

But when her hands aren’t full of paint¬

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ing back fast trains, not slow trams 


LAST month Mark Andrews correctly 
pointed out that Dudley ‘will continue 
to be the largest town in the country 
with no train link’ (Chronicle, October 
27). 

Totally unnecessarily, because for 
the last 50 years there has remained 
the site of Dudley railway station, 
well-used for about 100 years, and the 
65km double track main line railway 
safeguarded for the return of passen¬ 
ger trains. 

This month he wrote ‘while Bir¬ 
mingham receives its fourth city cen¬ 
tre railway station, the rail network 


for the Black Country remains a joke.” 
(Chronicle, November 3). How true. 

It’s got even worse. Our poorly in¬ 
formed councillors decided to build 
an ‘Innovation Centre’ on the site of 
Dudley railway station and to put a 
test track on 2km of the 65km between 
Stourbridge and Burton through the 
heart of the Black Country with its 1.3 
million population. 

Over the last 30 years, transport 
bosses and councillors have destroyed 
the following railway lines: 

Dudley to Wolverhampton; Dudley 
to Birmingham; Dudley to Halesowen 


via Netherton and Old Hill and on to 
Longbridge. 

Together we might be able to stop 
the 65km of missing Black Country 
link on the Worcester to Derby stra¬ 
tegic railway from having buildings - 
and from having loss-making, slow and 
very expensive to build bus-like trams 
on two short sections totalling 7km. 

It is far more sensible to reinstate 
the commuter and intercity trains on 
the full 65km for the same price as 
slow trams.

THE founder of Poundland is selling his 
mansion for a cut price £5.25 million. Busi¬ 
nessman Steve Smith, originally from Por- 
tobello, Willenhall, put Hammer Hill House frr 
on the market for £6.5 milli on in 2014. 

The price dropped to £5.75m last year. 
Now the house, which has 28.2 acres of 
land, including four paddocks, is at £5.25m. 

Mr Smith bought the property for around 
£2.2m 11 years ago. 

He set up discount chain Poundland in 
1990, and there are now 500 UK stores.

fliief strikes as woman 
kneels at veteran's grave 


A THIEF stole a grandmoth¬ 
er’s handbag as she laid pop¬ 
pies at the grave of her war 
veteran father on Remem¬ 
brance Day. 

The callous crook seized an op¬ 
portunity to strike, snatching the 
bag from the passenger footwell of 
Rita Herrington’s car as she knelt 
at the grave just a few yards away. 

Her husband Terry attempted to 
give chase after noticing the Michael 
Kors bag had been stolen but tripped 
and hit his face on the ground, cutting 
his nose and hands. 

The elderly couple, from Swindon, 
near Wall Heath, were left shaken 
after the incident at about 3pm on Fri¬ 
day. The grandparents had parked at 
Dudley Cemetery so Mrs Herrington, 
75, could put a Remembrance Cross 
and poppies on the grave of her father 
Fred Russon, who fought in the First 
World War. He survived the war and 
died at the age of 69. 


Running 


Their Vauxhall Meriva had been left 
unlocked as they had not seen anybody 
around and were only stopping for a 
few minutes. But within minutes Mr 
Herrington, 79, turned to see a man, 
thought to be aged in his late teens or 
early 20s, running off with the bag to¬ 
wards a dark blue car. 

The bag contained bank cards, a 
small amount of change and photo¬ 
graphs of the couple’s daughters. 

Mr Herrington said: “We’re nor¬ 
mally very careful but there was no¬ 
body in the graveyard. I happened to 
turn and saw this figure grabbing my 
wife’s bag. I ran after him but tripped. 
Once I had fallen they had gone.” 

Mr Herrington, an engineer for al¬ 
most 50 years at Smiths Aerospace in 
Wolverhampton, said he was disgusted 
that someone could target a cemetery, 
particularly on Remembrance Day.

Pensioner died in garage fire 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a pen¬ 
sioner who died in a fire, which has 
been described as a ‘tragic accident’. 

The victim, named locally as Colin 
Dunn, aged in his 70s, died in the 
blaze on Sunday night in his garage 
on Six Ashes Road in Bobbington, near 
Stourbridge. 

Neighbours described Mr Dunn as 
a popular person who had lived in the 
village with his family for nearly four 
decades. 

Emergency services rushed to the 


scene at 6.50pm on Sunday. They 
found the garage well alight,with one 
man inside. He was declared dead at 
the scene. 

Sgt Lee Wareing of Staffordshire 
Police said: “This fire is not being 
treated as suspicious. Witness ac¬ 
counts indicate it was a tragic accident 
but we need to establish how the blaze 
started. 

“We anticipate it will be a few days 
before we have concluded our exami¬ 
nation of the scene.”

woman who caused fatal 
road accident is jailed 


A WOMAN motorist has been 
jailed after she probably fell 
asleep at the wheel, causing 
an accident which killed a 
nurse from Stourbridge and 
seriously injuring his partner. 

Shirley Glover’s Volvo XC60 
veered onto the wrong side of the 
A450, near Kidderminster, smash¬ 
ing head-on into an MG3, killing 
driver Stuart Frost. 

Glover, aged 50, had failed to no¬ 
tify the DVLA that she suffered with 
obstructive sleep apnoea, a condition 
that can cause tiredness. 

She had been diagnosed in 2014 and 
was given medical advice to avoid driv¬ 
ing when tired. 

She should also have contacted the 
DVLA as her symptoms could affect 
her ability to drive safely but she failed 
to do so. 

She was jailed for two years and 
nine months at Hereford Crown Court 
after pleading guilty to causing death 
by dangerous driving and causing seri¬ 
ous injury by dangerous driving. 

Drowsiness 

The court heard how Glover, from 
Stourport, had left work early on 
March 21 as she was not feeling well. 

Despite having taken three prescrip¬ 
tion medicines that had warnings over 
drowsiness and driving vehicles, she 
got into her car to drive home. 

As she approached Shenstone on the 
A450, her vehicle crossed the white 
line dividing the carriageway and col¬ 
lided with the car driven by nurse Mr 
Frost. 

The crash happened between the 
Droitwich Island near Black Bridge 
and the Mustow Green Island, less 
than a mile from his parents’ home. 

Mr Frost was pronounced dead at 
the scene. His partner Emma, who was 
the front seat passenger, was taken to

hospital with multiple injuries. 

Crash scene investigators concluded 
that the collision was a result of Glov¬ 
er’s vehicle being on the wrong side 
of the road and believe she may have 
fallen asleep at the wheel. 

When Glover’s medical records were 
reviewed, investigators uncovered her 
undisclosed condition. 

Glover was banned from driving for 
five years and must pass an extended 


test before she is allowed back behind 
the wheel. 

Obstructive sleep apnoea is a condi¬ 
tion that can cause breathing to slow 
down or stop briefly during sleep. The 
knock-on effect can be feeling tired 
during the day. 

After the sentencing, Ian Crooks, 
from West Midlands Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service, said Glover had no right 
to be driving after taking so much 
medication and having a condition 
that made her prone to tiredness. 

He said: “This prosecution high¬ 
lights the consequences of failing to 
heed medical advice and to drive in 
circumstances where it may not be 
safe to so do. 

“Shirley Glover failed to follow these 
instructions. She was fully aware of 
her obstructive sleep apnoea, yet she 
still got behind the wheel of her car 
when feeling tired. 

Devastating 

“As a result Glover failed to control 
that vehicle. It then crossed the car¬ 
riageway and into the path of the on¬ 
coming MG3 being driven by Mr Frost. 

“The consequences of Glover’s fail¬ 
ure to control her vehicle were devas¬ 
tating. 

“Our thoughts are are very much 
with the family and friends of Stuart 
Frost.” 

Mr Frost, aged 42, was a former 
member of the RAF and of the Mili¬ 
tary Police. 

He had decided on a change of ca¬ 
reer and attended Worcester Univer¬ 
sity, where he achieved a first-class 
degree in nursing. During his time 
there he met his partner Emma. 

Mr Frost had started a new job 
shortly before his death, working with 
the home treatment team from Kid¬ 
derminster Hospital. 
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“Our company is owned and run by local tradesmen 
meaning the work is carried out properly and on time.

Hie Phantom of love is 
expected to fetch £ 700 k 


IT is one of the most famous 
Rolls-Royce cars ever creat¬ 
ed - and it was designed and 
made in Wolverhampton. 

Inspired by an 18th century 
royal sedan chair, it features stun¬ 
ning tapestry, concealed seats and 
its very own drinks cabinet. 

Affectionately known as The Phan¬ 
tom of Love, it is expected to fetch up 
to £700,000 when it goes under the 
hammer in London next month. 

But the story behind the 1926 Phan¬ 
tom I is very much centred on Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

It was built for American business¬ 
man Clarence Gasque as a gift for his 
wife Maude, a Woolworth’s heiress, 
who had a passion for French 18th 
century history and design. 

Inspired 

As such Gasque wanted it to have a 
French theme but he left the entire de¬ 
sign to Wolverhampton-based coach- 
builders, Charles Clark and Sons. 

With no limit on budget, the firm’s 
owner, John Barnett, set about his

task and was inspired by using a Marie 
Antoinette sedan chair he had come 
across at the Victoria and Albert Mu¬ 
seum as a model. 

The result was an unrivalled piece of 
decadence more resembling the throne 
room at Versailles than the inside of 
a car. Naked cherubs feature promi¬ 
nently in the exotic interior, appearing 
in painted scenes on the ceiling and as 


lighting supports at the rear corners. 

On delivery, the Rolls-Royce cost 
£6,500, of which £4,500 had been spent 
on the interior. At the time £500 could 
have bought a house. 

It is being sold by Bonhams auc¬ 
tioneers at their Bond Street sale on 
December 4. Bonhams’ Senior Motor 
Car Specialist, Rob Hubbard, said: 
“Extensively illustrated and described 
in numerous books and magazine ar¬ 
ticles about the Rolls-Royce marque, 
The Phantom of Love is, arguably, the 
most famous surviving Rolls-Royce 
after ‘Axe 201’, the factory owned 1907 
Silver Ghost. 

“Unique and well documented, it is 
without question one of the very finest 
examples of art and craftsmanship ap¬ 
plied to an automobile.” 

The lavish car recently caught the 
eye of petrolhead and former Top Gear 
host Chris Evans who was allowed a 
test drive.

“TRYING to pull a girlfriend 
when you are a teenager 
wearing a leotard is pretty 
difficult.” 

Black Country Olympic medal 
winning athlete Kristian Thomas 
has opened up about his early ca¬ 
reer as an aspiring gymnast and 
the sacrifices he had to make to 
make it to the top. 

Kristian, aged 27, who hails from 
Wolverhampton, 
spoke of having a 
‘really hard time’ 
as a teenager and 
revealed he used 
to sneak Har- 
ibo sweets and a 
Playstation into 
his suitcase when 
travelling for 
competitions. 

Asked about 
how he got into 
gymnastics, the 
freshly enrolled Wolverhampton Uni¬ 
versity student said: “I do not say this 
often to him, perhaps ever, but it is 
actually my big brother who I have got 
to thank. 

“He was always running around and 
climbing up things like the Christmas 
tree and eventually my parents de¬ 
cided no more bottles of Coke and sent 
him down the local gymnastics club. 

“I followed him even though I had 
no idea what gymnastics was. But 
after a while I realised that I could do 
things that others could not. 

“I played football when I was 
younger as well but it got to a point 
where I just had to concentrate on ath¬ 
letics.” 

Asked about school and the sacri¬ 
fices he had to make, Kristian, who 
now lives near Cannock, revealed it 
was really hard. 

He said: “I had to give up certain 


foods, drinks. I would not have been 
able to do it without the support of my 
family who made a lot of sacrifices as 
well, even taking time off work some¬ 
times to take me to competitions. 

“I obviously missed a lot of school 
so I would have to catch up while I 
was away competing. But it did not 
stop me sneaking my Playstation in 
my bag and some Haribo or Maoam 
sweets. 

Supportive 

“My school were really supportive 
and allowed me to catch-up. I used to 
miss mornings because I was training 
but then sometimes I was late into 
school just because I was late - so I 
told them I was training.” 

When asked if he had to give up 
girls, he quipped: “Trying to pull a 
girlfriend when you are a teenager 


wearing a leotard is pretty difficult.” 
However, there is one thing above all 
else that he remembers as a child. 

“One thing that has always stuck 
with me is that I was told from a 
young age I was going to be too tall to 
be a gymnast,” he said. 

Kristian, who trains in Halesowen, 
was speaking at the Black Country 
Sports Awards held in Dudley, where 
he won the Sports Personality of the 
Year gong, beating local Paralympi¬ 
ans Helen Scott and Jordanne Whiley 
MBE. On the night he brought along 
his bronze medal from the London 
2012 Olympics and confessed he keeps 
it in his sock drawer. 

“I think the night was really good,” 
he said. “The importance of showcas¬ 
ing grassroots in any sport is very im¬ 
portant up to elite level because that 
is where everybody has come from.”

Towering sculpture marks 
area's industrial heritage 


AN ARTIST has highlighted the 
efforts of former coal miners in the 
Black Country with a striking sculp¬ 
ture. 

Luke Perry’s latest piece ‘The 
Rock Driller’ celebrates the region’s 
rich industrial heritage, and has 
been unveiled on the banks of Tit- 
ford Pools Canal in Oldbury. 

The Cradley Heath artist was 
commissioned to produce the sculp¬ 
ture by Birmingham Canal Naviga¬ 
tion Society. 

It was in memory of long-standing 
member Marie Smith, whose sons 
helped to unveil the piece at a cere¬ 
mony on November 5. 

The artwork also commemorates 
the Nine Apostles colliery which 
once operated under the site of the 
monument, but ceased to mine in 
1904. 

The canal was the ‘major trunk 


road’ for the goods from this and 
hundreds of other collieries in the 
area. Rock drillers worked in thick 
seam coal mining and had the dan¬ 
gerous job of drilling the coal face by 
hand and then dynamiting the coal 
face. 

The towering steel installation de¬ 
picts a rock driller on a ladder by the 
waterside. It is six metres tall. 

Luke said: “What I tried to do 
whilst making the piece is capture 
the real gritty, bone thin and wiry 
physique and facial expressions that 
you often see in photos of the early 
coal miners. 

“It was not a job with a long life 
expectancy and I tried to get this 
harshness of life into the sculpture.” 

The unveiling coincided with an 
open day, managed through the 
Black Country Canal Navigation 
Society.

A FIRM which makes parts for some of the 
world’s largest car makers has been given 
the green light for a £25 million expansion, 
including a new factory in the Black Country 
creating up to 150 jobs. 

Steel and Alloy Processing will build the factory 
on the site of a former Albright High School in Old¬ 
bury. 


The company has its 
headquarters in West Bro¬ 
mwich and also has sites 
in Darlaston, Cannock and 
Smethwick, counting the 
likes of Jaguar, Vauxhall, 
Volkswagen and Volvo 
among its customers. 

Its latest factory will be 
built on a 25,000 sq ft site in 
Popes Lane which, as well as 
being Albright High until it 
closed in 1983, also housed 
Sandwell’s Training and 
Development Centre, which 
has now been demolished. 

Surge 

Company director Max 
Coleman said the expansion 
had been driven by a surge 
in demand for motor parts. 

He said: “We are a key 
supplier in the automotive 
industry. There will be an 
investment of £25m in this 
facility which we will look to 
have operational by the end 
of the year. 

“We are committed to 
building a high-quality fa¬ 
cility and generate jobs in 
Sandwell.” 

The plans were backed by 
members of Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
last week. 

Mr Coleman said staff 
would be employed over 
three phases, with 46 work-

ers being taken on initially 
before eventually growing to 
around 150. 

In addition to the factory, 
the proposal will see more 
that 500 sqm used for a util¬ 
ities and waste management 
area, and a 700 sqm two-sto- 
rey office building. 

Steel and Alloy Processing 
has been based in West Bro¬ 
mwich for almost 50 years. 

Although the plans were 
unanimously approved, the 
firm may be asked to work 
with the council to improve 
access to the site after road 
safety concerns were raised. 

Worries about the safety 
of the junction of Popes 
Lane and Birmingham Road 
were raised by a nearby 
business during the coun¬ 
cil’s planning meeting. 

John Wood, director of 
Liberty Industry Group, 
which is also based on Popes 
Lane, told the committee: 
“The junction is definitely 
unsafe. Lorries can’t turn 
round. 

“It is very difficult getting 
in and out. There definitely 
needs to be some sort of 
improvement at that junc¬ 
tion.”

Apartments to replace derelict pub 



The derelict and vandalised Commercial Inn in Pensnett is to be demolished to make way for apartments 


A PUB in Pensnett which has stood 
derelict for a decade will be demol¬ 
ished to make way for an apartment 
block. 

Dudley Council’s development con¬ 
trol committee voted unanimously in 
favour of the demolition of The Com¬ 
mercial Inn, at a meeting last week. 

The vacant 1930s pub situated on 
the corner of Bromley and Mullett 
Street, will make way for nine apart¬ 
ments with parking. 

The committee heard how the pub 
has been broken into and had become 


a target of vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour since being boarded up. 

A campaign by nearby residents saw 
around 1,500 people sign a petition, 
launched by the Corbyns Bromley 
Tenants and Residents Association, 
which called for the building to be 
redeveloped. Planning officers recom¬ 
mended the application be approved. 

Addressing the committee at the 
planning meeting, representative for 
the Brockmoor and Pensnett ward, 
Councillor Judy Foster said: “You can 
see from the photographs what an eye¬ 


sore this current, derelict, commercial 
building is, and it has stood like that 
for 10 years. This application is very 
much supported by the overwhelming 
majority of residents.” 

During ten years the pub has been 
derelict, windows have been smashed 
and there have been break-ins. 

Residents’ association member Mi¬ 
chelle Morgan said: “There have been 
a few people who have tried to sell 
their homes and people coming to view 
them have asked how the long the pub 
is going to be in that condition.” 


Students are

A MAN who strode through 
Sedgley town centre pointing 
an air rifle at people has been 
locked up for 14 months. 

Gavin Harkins was stopped when 
he came face to face with a security 
guard, who took the gun off him 
and hit him with it, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Harkins had gone home after being 
refused entry to a pub, collected the 
air rifle and a kitchen knife and re¬ 
turned to the area after midnight on 
August 14. 

The 22-year-old pointed the .22 rifle 
at people in the Bull Ring in Sedgley. 


With his finger on the trigger he 
warned ‘you are having it,’ said Mr 
Mark Phillips, prosecuting. 

Mark Bradley, in charge of the door 
staff at the nearby Swan pub, went up 
to Hawkins with another man and dis¬ 
armed him oat 12.30am. 

The defendant was struck several 
times with the butt of the gun. 

Mr Phillips said: “Mr Bradley en¬ 
sured he no longer presented a threat 
to anybody while they waited for the 
police.” 

Harkins was taken to hospital with 
facial injuries and arrested after re¬ 
ceiving treatment. He declined to an¬ 
swer when quizzed by police but later 


told a probation officer that he armed 
himself after being refused entry to a 
pub. 

Mr Phillips added: “We had a man 
coming out with a weapon and point¬ 
ing it at somebody while having am¬ 
munition for the weapon, whether it 
was armed or not.” 

Mr Anthony Potter, defending, 
said Harkins, a full-time carer for his 
mother, was ‘ashamed and embar¬ 
rassed’ by his conduct. 

Harkins, from Glenn Road, Dudley, 
pleaded guilty to possession of an air 
rifle and knife and was jailed for 14 
months.

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Snuggling 
up instead 
of flicking 
the switch 

AS Britain starts to freeze, consumers in 
the region are shunning nights out in fa¬ 
vour of snuggly jumpers and blankets. 

In an effort to dodge hefty heating bills, the 
majority are turning the heating off and putting 
their jumpers on. 

People are hosting alternative nights in, including 
cocktail evenings, to avoid expensive and chilly nights 
out. 

As the days become colder and nights draw in, new 
research reveals people are reaching for extra layers, 
warmer foods and blankets to fight the chill without 
having to rely on costly heating systems. 

The study from TopCashback.co.uk, the cashback 
and comparison website, finds that the majority (70 per 
cent) of consumers in the area are holding off turning 
the heating on and are instead looking to cheaper al¬ 
ternatives to warm them up in 
an effort to dodge high heating 
bills. 

Consumers are layering up 
with jumpers (75 per cent), 
tucking into warmer foods (55 
per cent) and snuggling up in 
blankets (51 per cent) before 
giving in and putting on the 
more expensive central heat¬ 
ing. 

However, even these are not 
a cost-free solution as consum¬ 
ers are spending on average 
£79 stocking up on warming 
comforts. 

Furthermore, of those turning to winter warmers, 
29 per cent even shell out on a new winter wardrobe 
costing a staggering £190, £50 more than consumers 
spent last year. 

But despite investing in extra layers, 41 per cent 
gave in and switched their heating on in October. 

Nine per cent are holding out longer than they did 
in 2015 before giving in and putting the boiler on, per¬ 
haps to avoid large bills. 

Arguments 

The research, of more than 250 adults, reveals that 
as temperatures drop tempers rise with almost half (47 
per cent) disclosing arguments occur when it comes to 
deciding when to switch the heating on. 

Alternatives suggested in the heat of the moment 
include putting on layers (93 per cent), having a hot 
drink (41 per cent) and even taking a jog around the 
house (five per cent). 

To avoid the chill, the majority (61 per cent) admit to 
cancelling plans because it is too cold, with around half 
(48 per cent) ducking out of a night out once a month. 

Other reasons for shunning 
nights out include feeling too 
lethargic (51 per cent) and 
people not being bothered 
(45 per cent) in the colder 
months. 

With boozy nights out cost¬ 
ing consumers £45, more than 
two-fifths (41 per cent) are 
also staying at home to save 
money. 

As consumers opt for nights 
in, whether the heating is on 
or not, they are saving on av¬ 
erage £26 a night. 

Three in 10 (30 per cent) 
are picking up cheaper local takeaways whereas a quar¬ 
ter (25 per cent) are opting to make fakeaways to keep 
costs down. Some people are even sharing streaming 
site logins (13 per cent) to avoid the expense of renting 
a new movie or watching the latest Netflix series. 

But a night in does not always mean a quiet night as 
45 per cent prefer drinking in the comfort of their own 
homes with friends and family. People are also enjoy¬ 
ing homemade cocktail nights instead of going out to 
bars and clubs (11 per cent). 

Natasha Rachel Smith, consumer affairs editor for 
TopCashback.co.uk, said: “With energy bills increas¬ 
ing, consumers are turning to low-cost solutions as a 
rest bite from the cold, as well as side-stepping nights 
out in favour of staying in. 

“Regardless of whether consumers are having a big 
night in or if they are planning to cuddle up on the 
sofa, switching energy providers always makes a big 
difference to monthly outgoings. 

“Hundreds of pounds can be saved by changing sup¬ 
pliers and TopCashback offers cashback on top; one 
member recently saved £300 pounds by switching.”

Cooking up confidence 
for kids in the kitchen

UNLESS you’re happy for your 
children to survive on takeaways 
or beans on toast after they leave 
home, you need to make sure 
they know how to cook. 

But while new research shows more 
than 80% of parents think cooking 
with their kids is important and teach¬ 
es them a valuable life skill, only 32% 
of parents cook with their children 
more than once a month, and 14% ad¬ 
mit they never cook with their kids. 

As such, the research by Uncle Ben’s 
‘Ben’s Beginner’s’ campaign, which aims 
to inspire families to cook together and 
increase their confidence in the kitchen, 
found nearly three quarters of children 
aged nine don’t know how to boil an egg, 
and two fifths are unsure how to peel a po¬ 
tato. 

However, parents failing to teach their 
kids to cook isn’t quite as simple as them 
just not bothering to do it, as the Ben’s Be¬ 
ginners Kitchen Confidence study found 
there were several barriers to parent-child 
cookery instruction - 41% of parents said 
they wish they had more time to cook with 
their children, and 24% said they’d be more 
inclined to do so if it was less messy. 

And as well as time and mess, a quarter 
of parents said they don’t cook with their 
kids simply because the children aren’t in¬ 
terested. 

However, kids’ cooking expert Fiona 
Hamilton-Fairley stresses that by not 
learning to cook, children are missing out 
on essential life skills which could also lead 
to unhealthy eating habits later in life. 

“We know the impact that cooking and 
eating as a family has on health, but we also 
know the challenges of today’s busy lifestyle 
and getting kids to be enthusiastic and en¬ 
gaged in the kitchen,” says Hamilton-Fair¬ 
ley, chief executive of The Kids’ Cookery 
School in London. 

“Parents are time-poor, and a lot of them 
are frightened of the mess, the chaos and 
the out-of-control moments. And also, 
there’s a certain amount of danger. 

“But one day, those kids are going to have 
to make something in a kitchen, however 
old they are, so the earlier they start learn¬ 
ing how to do it, the better.” 

She gives the following advice to get kids 
cooking: 

Start young 

Hamilton-Fairley suggests parents 
should initially get young children, from 
the age of about three, to sit on a stool in 
the kitchen helping out, obviously not with 
sharp implements, but measuring, touching 
and tasting. 

Food origins 

Understanding where food comes from is 
a key part of encouraging children to enjoy 
cooking, Hamilton-Fairley explains. “Many 
children don’t know where their food comes 
from, or that some of it, like pasta for in¬ 
stance, is actually made first. They need to 
understand that food’s not just from super¬ 
markets; how it gets there, where it grows 
or comes from. It adds a bit more excite¬

ment to meals for them.” 

Food they like 

It’s important to start with food children 
are interested in, usually pizzas, rice, po¬ 
tatoes etc. “Making a pizza from scratch is 
very easy,” says Hamilton-Fairley, “but it’s 
only easy if you know how, and what to buy. 
But once they’ve made it, their pride is huge 
that they did it themselves, and they’ll start 
to experiment with different ingredients.” 

Keep it simple 

Another easy idea is making a rice-based 
dish, to which all sorts of healthy ingredi¬ 
ents can be added, and even making bread 
with the kids, which she promises is much 


easier than people think. Some of the best 
recipes are the simplest, she says, and fa¬ 
vourites like spaghetti bolognese are always 
winners to make and eat with kids. 

Safety first 

Obviously, much cooking involves using 
sharp implements, and Hamilton-Fairley 
says knowing when a child is responsible 
enough to use a knife is a judgement indi¬ 
vidual parents have to make. She suggests 
many children start using knives around 
the age of eight. “Know your child and real¬ 
ise they’re going to have to pick up a knife 
at some point, so it’s best you show them 
how to do it properly and safely,” she says. 


Keep it healthy 

“It’s very important for parents to teach 
not just the cooking but the health impli¬ 
cations,” stresses Hamilton-Fairley, ex¬ 
plaining that this might include why fresh 
food, low-fat, low-sugar and low-salt is im¬ 
portant. “Our children are literally growing 
up living on takeaways, and this is why we 
have so many health problems.” 

Tasty choices 

Hamilton-Fairley says a lot of children 
are used to bland food, and as they grow, 
their tastebuds change. By learning to cook 
themselves, they can include flavours they 
like and are therefore more likely to eat in 
their cooking, rather than being forced to 
eat flavours chosen by their parents. “Once 
their tastebuds are brought to life and they 
start having some great tastes on their 
palate, I think they’re more encouraged to 
cook,” says Hamilton-Fairley. 

Make time 

“Turn the telly or the tablets off and 
make the time to prepare, cook and eat to¬ 
gether,” advises Hamilton-Fairley. “Some 
parents are doing way too much - if not 
everything - in the kitchen, and they’re 
not challenging their children by even ask¬ 
ing simple things like can they make some 
toast. It’s very important to do that - we 
don’t want to bring up a generation of kids 
that can’t do anything in the kitchen.” 

She warns that parents shouldn’t force 
children to cook, as it could ruin their con¬ 
fidence, but advises: “Just try to get into 
the kitchen together, and realise you’re not 
going to make a gourmet meal at the first 
attempt, but maybe by the fourth or fifth 
time you’ll be experimenting and really 
having fun.”

VISITORS have expressed 
their disappointment over 
the new car parking charges 
introduced at Sandwell Valley 
Country Park. 

The award-winning park has 
two working farm visitor centres, 
nature areas, an aerial assault 
course and adventure playground, 
a mountain bike trail, woodland, 
meadows and farmland. 

The West Bromwich park is known 
for its picturesque setting and popu¬ 
larity among visitors but new parking 
charges starting from 40p have left 
visitors angry. 

Prices start at 40p for an hour to £2 
for more than four hours. 

Sandwell Council received waves 
of objections to the decision but high¬ 
ways boss Councillor David Hosell de¬ 
fended the move. 

Mo Khan, of West Bromwich, turned 
up to the park but left immediately 
when he realised that parking was no 
longer free. 

Shocked 

The 44-year-old said: “I go on my 
morning jog for around an hour four 
to five times a week but the new park¬ 
ing charges mean it’ll cost me around 
£5 a week. I can’t afford to pay it so I’ll 
have to find somewhere else to park. 
I’ve used the park for many years so I 
was shocked.” 

The cash-strapped authority said it 
needed to raise more cash to help meet 
the costs of the upkeep of the country 
park and its facilities. Chiefs said the 
authority would otherwise struggle to 
afford the cost of maintaining the site. 

Shirley and Laurence Hodson, both 
75, use the park regularly to walk 
their dog. 

Shirley said: “Nobody should be 
charged to go to a park and we’re not 
very happy about it as we come three 


times a week just to walk the dog. It’s 
only 40p but it’s the principle of the 
matter.” 

Though some visitors accepted the 
charges and felt they were reasonable. 

Michelle Blakey, 68, of Sutton, said: 
“I think it’s fair enough. 

“They’re minimal charges and the 
facilities such as the farm are so cheap 
to visit. 


“I’ve been coming here for years. 
If the charge was £1 or something I 
might have had a moan but 40p isn’t 
anything really.” 

Charges have been introduced at 
car parks across the site, at Lodge Hill 
Road, Swan Pool and Forge Mill Farm 
Visitor Centre daily between 9am and 
6pm. Blue badge holders will still be 
able to park for free.

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Glorious 
sunshine 
and sights 
in Cyprus 

MY ‘Cyprus’ board on Pinterest was bulging with 
beautiful images weeks before we travelled. 

Crystal blue waters, golden sands, quiet beaches 
and a little white church just metres from the beach 
glistening in the sunlight were among them. It looked 
perfect. When we arrived at Kalamies beach in Pernera 
on our first day, we were met with the exact scene I’d 
been obsessively collecting for weeks. 

Even better, our villa was just a five-minute stroll 
away. We cracked open the 
first of many bottles of Keo 
at a beachside restaurant and 
took in the view. 

Beautiful golden sands, 
year-round sunshine and de¬ 
licious, fresh cuisine make 
Cyprus a magnet for holiday¬ 
makers. It’s a manageable 
four-and-a-half hour flight 
from Birmingham Airport, 
and flying that bit closer to 
the equator in June meant 
we were guaranteed sunshine 

- even though at 35C (95F) it 
was a bit stifling at times. 

Pernera is a small, pretty 
little harbour town on the edge of Protaras, a pur¬ 
pose-built resort on the southeastern coast. We were 
staying in a three-bedroom villa called Crystal Lagoon. 

It was the first foreign holiday with our young son, 
and we hoped a villa would give us space and flexibility, 
while being close to all the amenities we needed. 

With three bathrooms and a large open plan living, 
dining and kitchen area, it was a great base. We’re not 
recluses, but we like to do our own thing and have our 
own space, so the flexibility of a house worked better 
for us than a hotel. 

One luxury was our own private pool surrounded by 
lush gardens - and thanks to the baking hot tempera¬ 
tures, it was a daily joy to jump into and cool off. Our 
13-month-old loved it too. 

The villa was on a quiet cul-de-sac but minutes away 
from shops, restaurants and bars. Three supermarkets 
are within a two-minute walk, while Farkonas pool bar 

- five minutes’ away - serves great value meals and 
rather strong cocktails in a pristine setting with a huge 
pool and free sunbeds for customers. 

Our favourite place, however, became Kalamies res¬ 
taurant at the bottom of the road. Set right on the edge 
of the beach serving traditional Greek food, we couldn’t 
find a better located place to eat, with the views simply 
breathtaking. 

The bright white walls of 
tiny Agios Nikolaos church 
set against the cloudless sky 
and the Mediterranean is a 
sight we won’t forget in a 
while. 

Busier and more bus¬ 
tling Protaras is a leisurely 
30-minute walk along a rela¬ 
tively new promenade which 
winds its way along the coast¬ 
line. We walked it twice, the 
second time at sunset being 
the most rewarding. 

There are dozens of bars 
and open-air restaurants 
in the town. During the day, Fig Tree Bay is one of 
Protaras’ main attractions, but we found it too busy 
and couldn’t wait to head back to the quieter sands 
in Pernera. One of our favourite things to do became 
going to the beach at 5pm, when it was still warm but 
the sun was going down and all the local families came 
out to play. 

If 24-hour partying’s your bag, Ayia Napa is a 
15-minute drive away. Boat trips go daily from Pern- 
era’s Golden Coast Harbour to Cape Greco, a collection 
of sea caves surrounded by crystal clear water, and the 
ghost town of Famagusta. Once one of the island’s most 
glamorous resorts, it has been abandoned for more 
than 40 years after being invaded by Turkish forces. 

The sight of desolate blocks of hotels, apartments, 
shops and homes was in startling contrast to the thriv¬ 
ing coastline we’d enjoyed. 

A short drive away are the villages of Sotira and Li- 
opetri, offering a more authentic Cypriot experience. 
We didn’t hire a car but if we went again we definitely 
would - left-hand driving and good roads making it a 
much less scary experience for novice holiday drivers 
like me and my wife. 

We visited a great restaurant in Sotira, recommended 
to us by a Coventry ex-pat we met on the plane, who is 
now living in Larnaca. The staff at Paneri Tavern were 
so welcoming. 

We weren’t expecting a relaxing holiday with a one- 
year-old in tow, but thanks to a fabulous and well- 
equipped villa, in a friendly, beautiful picture-postcard 
town, we came away after seven days feeling the most 
rested we’d been since becoming parents. And what a 
bold statement that is.

CHRISTMAS shopping trips to 
European cities have become a 
popular pastime in recent years 
and, as preparations get under¬ 
way for the festive Advent mar¬ 
kets, the latest Post Office Trav¬ 
el Money City Costs Barometer 
suggests that cities in Eastern 
Europe will be a smart choice for 
bargain-hunters this autumn. 

The temperature may be low but 
so are prices, while the atmosphere is 
decidedly hot. And, based on my own 
experience, there is no doubt that Es¬ 
tonian capital Tallinn fits that descrip¬ 
tion perfectly. 

There is nothing quite like a dusting of 
snow to get you in the mood for Christmas 
and that is exactly what we found on arriv¬ 
ing in Tallinn for our shopping break. Soar¬ 
ing spires, turrets and towers, and winding 
cobbled streets are a romantic sight at the 
best of times but, cloaked in a covering of 
snow, this old medieval city becomes almost 
impossibly so. Even with snow underfoot 
you can walk from one side of the old town 
to the other in less than half an hour so it 
is a great place to explore without the need 
for any transport - but pack sensible shoes. 

From our hotel base by the 14th century 
Epping Tower, it was a 10-minute stroll 
into the city’s Town Hall Square, which 
hosts the 60-or so wooden Christmas Mar¬ 
ket stalls. The market is a jolly affair on a 
much smaller scale than many other Eu¬ 
ropean ones but with the benefit of more 
local arts and crafts and fewer baubles. We 
saw expertly-crafted wooden toys, designer 
ceramics, patchwork quilts and lashings of 
mulled wine and gingerbread. 

We picked up a beautiful pair of juniper 
wood salad servers for €10 (around £9.25) 
which were identical to the ones we bought 
for more than twice that price in New Eng¬ 
land a couple of years ago. So we bought two 
sets! 

The little streets - mostly cobbled - lead¬ 
ing from Town Hall Square are also treas-

ure troves for local arts and crafts. The best 
examples are the artisan shops, galleries 
and workshops along St. Catherine’s Pas¬ 
sage and in Master’s Court. We did all our 
Christmas shopping at a fraction of the 
cost in smart UK shops and found exqui¬ 
site leather notebooks (Tallinn is world-fa¬ 
mous for its leather work), sleek ceramics, 
hand-painted silk scarves and stylish metal 
jewellery. The Post Office survey is right - 
Tallinn is great value because our shopping 
haul cost less than £150 and we had gifts for 
all the family to show for it. 

On the lane leading up to the on¬ 
ion-domed Alexander Nevsky Cathedral 
on Toompea Hill are galleries showing the 
most exclusive locally-made gifts - wall 
high silk hangings, artwork fashioned from 
felt and endless elaborately-knitted scares, 
gilets and gloves. Excellent for special pre¬ 
sents, we looked longingly but they were 
beyond our budget. 

Not so the food in Tallinn’s restaurants 
which is really good value and surpris¬ 
ingly varied. We didn’t have a single poor 
meal during our three-day stay in Tal¬ 
linn and never came close to busting our 
budget. Even the fillet steak and rack of 
lamb served up in one of the smartest res¬ 
taurants - D.O.M. on Town Hall Square 
- came in at under £40 including a bottle 
of wine.There’s plenty of sightseeing at 
sensible prices for culture vultures too and 
€42 (around £38.50) will get you a 48 hour 
Tallinn Card, which includes free entry to 
40 museums and other attractions, a city 
sightseeing tour and free public transport. 
Start on Toompea Hill where the trio of 
must-sees comprises the Russian Orthodox 
cathedral, the rather older 13th century St 
Mary’s Cathedral and the elegant Estonian 
Parliament building. 

Or you may prefer to soak in the sights 
of the old town, punctuated with comfort 
breaks to sample Tallinn’s much-admired 
craft beers!

The weather was a little mixed at first but soon 
brightened up. The mornings there are often cooler 
so are ideal for sightseeing, relaxing by the pool or 
on the golf course later in the day. 

The site is near so many lovely places to visit. 
Quimper itself - it is possible to walk in from the 


site in about 30 minutes - with its amazing cathe¬ 
dral; Concarneau and BegMeil, a lovely little beach 
resort; and lots of towns with great markets, like 
Benodet and Port L’Abbe, where there are craft 
products on sale, some quite expensive, but there 
are bargains to be had. Also close by is Locronan, 
one of the most beautiful villages in France. 

The locals are very proud of their area. When 
we arrived at the we were greeted in Brittany by 
a young man who handed out a welcome pack in¬ 
cluding area info and some local produce. A lovely 
gesture that made us feel right at home. 

Our journey across from Plymouth to Roscoff 
had already set us up for a relaxing time. The over¬ 
night ferry was superb and the cabin had its own 
TV and en suite so you could arrive refreshed. I 
have never travelled overnight before and would 
definitely recommend it. 

The service with Brittany Ferries was very effi¬ 
cient, on and off the boat and with no fuss, except 
when my husband forgot to take the alarm off our 
motor and had to return to the car deck. 

It was a short drive from the ferry port to the 
site- about one a a half hours - and a lovely sur¬ 
prise when we got there. So thanks, France, for 
more happy memories of a different kind.

Portugal, and will allow participants 
to own a financial stake in a new 
Micra. 

Consumers will be matched based 
on complimentary needs through an 
algorithm that will call upon social 
profiling and geo-localisation. 

Flexible 

Ghosn commented: “We are moving 
toward a future where car usage 
may be more flexible, social and 
shared. 

“At Nissan, we’re pioneering new 
ways to allow drivers to enjoy the 
freedom and financial benefits of 
shared car ownership. 

“And there is no better vehicle to 
launch this program than the all-new 
Micra, which embodies the vision of 
Nissan Intelligent Mobility.” 

The initiative will be launched in 
Paris later this year, with the first cars 
expected to be on the road by April 
2017. 


Ownership community members 
will receive bespoke monthly invoices 
based on vehicle usage. 

The service forms part of Nissan’s 
Intelligent Mobility vision, which the 
company says “provides a framework 
for how cars are powered, driven, 
and integrated into society, all while 
staying focused on creating more 


enjoyable driving experiences”. The 
ownership programme includes 
insurance, servicing, the smartphone 
app, access to the online matching 
tool and in-car technology. 

Participants in the scheme will have 
to agree upon an annual mileage 
limit of 9,320 miles per year per 
community.

Pride as sports stars

SPORTING heroes from across the Black 
Country have been honoured at a special 
awards ceremony. 

Scores of sports stars and clubs packed into 
the Showcase Cinema in Dudley for the annual 
Black Country and Physical Activity Awards. 

In total there were eight awards handed out, in¬ 
cluding the Sports Personality of the Year - hotly con¬ 
tested by an Olympian and two Paralympians. 

Gymnast Kristian Thomas, able-bodied cyclist 
Helen Scott and wheelchair tennis player Jordanne 
Whiley MBE - the latter two both from Halesowen 

- were all nominated. In the end it went to Thomas, 
aged 27, from Wolverhampton, and the guest of hon¬ 
our on the night. It follows a stellar year, which saw 
him win two silver medals at the European Champi¬ 
onships and compete in the Rio Olympics. 

Ambassadors 

The recently enrolled Wolverhampton University 
student, who trains in Halesowen but now lives in 
Wimblebury, Cannock, said: “I really was not expect¬ 
ing this. To be up against them when they’re such 
good ambassadors for the Black Country and sport, it 
really is an honour. I am very proud to be represent¬ 
ing the Black Country.” 

The night began with speeches and introductions 
from the host of the awards Active Black Country 

- the group set up to encourage active lifestyles for 
residents across the region. 

Group chairman Deborah Williams told the au¬ 
dience it was ‘great’ to be able to ‘recognise and 
celebrate the achievements of so many people and 
organisations’. 

The first gong of the night was the Power of Sport 
award, set up to recognise those who have used sport 
to make a difference to others. 

Akil Maylor, who established Rise up Yoga in a dis-

ton, took home the award to rapturous applause, 
beating Wendy Hall. 

Mr Maylor’s win was swiftly followed by the Com¬ 
munity Club of the Year award, won by adult running 
group Stourbridge Mums on the Run. 

Emma Barnes, who set the group up five years ago, 
said: “We were honoured to get the award. We are 
just a small recreational running group with 94 mem¬ 
bers including about 30 active on a weekly basis. We 
run some five times a week.” 

The loudest cheers of the night came for Suzy Rich¬ 
ards and her son Owen as they collected the award 
for community project of the year after their Run for 
Joel event. 

The event, set up in memory of Suzy’s son and Ow¬ 
en’s brother Joel who died in last year’s Tunisia at¬ 
tacks, attracted some 1,100 runners and raised more 
than £27,000. Earlier in the day the family was at 
Worcester University collecting an honorary first de¬ 
gree for Joel. 

Suzy said: “Can I thank everybody, every runner 
who attended, every volunteer and all the local busi¬ 
nesses that have helped - and of course Sandwell Lei¬ 


sure Trust? Joel was all about getting off the sofa, 
running, getting people into sports. He even tried to 
get me to do a few street runs. 

“Last year was horrific for us, the community was 
ripped apart by it. Joel would have been 21 on August 
3 and our aim was to do 21 events but we’ve smashed 
it and done 24 already.” 

Owen, 17, added: “We are really pleased with the 
win. It shows the support that everyone has given 
from the community.” 

One of the most hotly contest awards of the night 
was for aspiring talent, which saw 19-year-old Darlas- 
ton boxer Benjamin Whittaker edge out nordic skier 
Siobhan Pelow and 400-metre runner Ellis Greatrix. 

Already in training for the Tokyo 2020 Olympics 
with Team GB, Whittaker said: “It is an honour to 
win this award and hopefully I can become a role 
model and inspire more people into sport.” 

Battled 

Sally-Ann Chambers, 47, from Cradley Heath, who 
was originally nominated for unsung hero of the year, 
lifted the glass trophy for coach of the year. She works 
at Midrange Netball Club in Tipton. 

There were just two nominees in the school of the 
year category with The Streetly Academy in Walsall 
taking the honours over Dudley’s Milking Bank Pri¬ 
mary, with its 30 extra curricular clubs proving a de¬ 
cisive factor. 

Headteacher Billie Downie said: “Sport changes 
lives but there are too many headteachers and schools 
who do not see the value of sport. Sport is such a pos¬ 
itive influence on young people’s lives.” 

Paul Gough beat off Paul Green and Glyn Marston 
in the unsung hero category. Gough has run Priory 
Amateur Boxing for some 20 years. 

In a pre-recorded message he said: “We are going to 
do more in the community in the new year and hope¬ 
fully we will keep benefiting the borough.”

- until the launch of a ‘Return to Rugby’ cam¬ 
paign. The initiative encourages former players 
to dust off their boots and get back on the pitch. 

The scheme has been backed in full by Stour¬ 
bridge, with chairman Robin Edwards also opting 
to get his knees dirty once again. 

“Return to Rugby is a promotion by the RFU to 
get more people playing the game,” Edwards said. 


“It is primarily focused on youngsters aged 18 to 
24 who go off to university and college and then 
stop playing the game as they enter adulthood. 

“But it has also been set up to encourage older 
players back into the game. We hold sessions 
twice a week, on a Monday and Wednesday, that 
are specifically designed to encourage people to 
take part.
